The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
It is well known in the art to control the temperature in order to control the vapor pressure 
as noted in col.9 lines 20-30 and col.10 lines 1-12 of Graf et al. (4,842,827). However, the prior 
art references fail to teach or suggest a temperature controlled deposition accumulation sensor 
located out of line-of-sight with said chemical source while electrically connected to heater 
controller.
